has put us in a way of ende2veuring it at ibis time:, and in order to it, hgs lent 
Us ſo many of his Troops, as may be abundantly ſufſicient 10 uny the hands of 2ur 
Sudbjets, and make it ſafe for them to return 18 1their Du'y, and ref air 79 Our 
Standard, and has notwi:hſt inding for the preſent, according ro Our deſire, ( un« 
leſs there ſhould appar further neccſſuty for it ) purpoſely declin's ſending over 
Forces ſo Numerous, as might raiſe any jealouſy in the minds of Our good Sub- 
jets, of his intending t0 take the Work wholly out of their hands, or d:prive any

It begins witha thing very ſurprizing and memorable, That the Frere 5 
King hath.once.in his life made good his Word, and kept his Faith; for fo 
the late King Fames tells us he hath done with him, in purſuance of the m- 
ny obliging Promiſes he had made him, of giving bim EffeFual Aſſiſtance far the 


Recovery of his K ingdoms, &c, Effetual Aſſiſtance is a big word, and more 
than

than the Greateſt and oft Puiſjant King is able always to make good. How® 
ever Iam glad to ſee they begin to endeavour to perform their Promiſes 
re one another: It is a good quality, and It is to be hoped they may 
in time extend it further. But this ſatisfies me, that the French King 
thinks it his Intereft to reſtore the late Xing Fames,. > for he was never 
known to keep his promiſe againſt his Intereſt; and it is ſomewhat ſur- 
wm 3 that the French King, and Engliſh Proteſtants, ſhould have theſume 
TitereſTt. 

He ſeems ſenſible, that French Troops would not be very welcome in 
England ; and therefore to qualifie this matter, he ſays, That the French 
King at bis deſire, has purpoſely declin'd ſending over Forces ſo Numerous, 
as might raiſe any Fealouſy of a French Conqueit 5 for that is the plain 
Euglith of it that they ſhall be kept under exaF Diſcipline while they 
are here, and that he will ſend them home again, when he is fuBy ſertied in 
the quiet and peaceable Poſſeſſion of his Kingdoms. But I thank God with all 
my heart, that there is no danger now of theſe French Troops coming inte 
England, which is a much greater ſecurity to us, than both theſe Xings 
Promiſes for their Good behaviour here, or for their return home again ; 
It is certain, that One of them could not keep his Word, if he would 5 
and :t is as certain, that the Orh-2r would not, as it is, that it woul:1 not 
be his Irttereſt to do it; for there is not the ſame reaſon for the French 
King to keep his Promiſe of ſending Troops into Englznd, and to keep his 
Promiſe of ſemling no more than the late King Fames wants, or of calling 
them home again when he wants them no longer. But before I proceed 
to more particular Oſervations, it will not be amifs (and the concluſion 
of this Paragraph requires it ) briefly to conſider what is not in the Decla- 
tion, Which the People of England had all the reaſon in the world to haye 
expected in it. 

Now I can find but very little in it, T might with great truth ſay, 
nothing, which a reaſonable Man who remembers the late R-ign, eſpecially 
the Concluſion of it, , would have expetted in ſuch a Deslaration. 

If the Deiign of ſuch a Declaration be to give ſatisfattien to the minds 
of his Subjefts, it ought at leaſt to have contained as good Words and fair 
promiſes, as a Prince could give: He knew very well, what it was that had alie- 
nated his Subje(ts from him that they apprehended their Laws, their Ke- 
ligion, 'and their Liberties, to be in great danger; and coald not but kno, 
that he had given them too juſt occation for ſtzh Jealouſies and Fears 
and-it is wonderfull, that he ſhould think of publishing a' D-elzration, and 
not thiak fit to give the leaft ſatisfattion about theſz matters 5 not to 
fay one word about Popzry and Arbitrary .Poawzr, nor to give any exprels 
promiſe, that he would remove theſe fears. 

The only thing he appeals to is the juſtice of his Cauſe; and does ngt 
think himſelf oh1ig24 10 ſay any thing more upon this occaſion, than that be comes 
ro aſſert bis own juſt Rights, &c. But this was not the Controverſy between 
Him and his People; they did not diſpute then his Right to the Crown (tho? 


.Alcy haye ſome Reaſon to do it no ) and yet were willing co part with him,

when he thought fic to leave them and if he knew what maJethem ſo, and 
hoped to xeturn again by their Aſtance, and with their good-liking, any 
one but thoſe of his own Council would have thought him obliged to ſay 
tomething of jt. | 

The Prince of Orange's Declsration put him in mind of this, which the ſays 
cheated his Subje&s into the late Revalution;, and is had been much more to the 
purpole to have diſcovered the chear of that Declaration, or to have ſaid no- 
thing of it, than-to.aftirm without any proof that now it «ppeers 29 be n9:07 7+ 
oajly falſe in al the parts of it, tor Engliſh Proteſtants know nothing to-this 
day, but that it is all true ſtill. Were there not in the late &-ign open and 
bold attempts made againft the Laws, the Libsriies, and the Keligionot theſe 
Kingloms ?

Were not 
the Nobility and Gentry Cloſeted and Examined about the repeal of the Te/t, 
and thoſe diſgraced and, ou: of all Oihces and Employments, wo 
would not comply 2 Were not the Bifſhyps ſent to the Tower, and Tried in 
we/tminfter-Hall, tor their humble Petition to him againſt reading the D:c/a- 
ratio: ? Was not the Aiminiſtration of Juſtice, and the greatett Military 
Trufts put into the hands of Papiits ? Were not the Charters of Cities, Towns 
and Gorpore:ions (eized into the King's hands, and o new-modeiled, that the 
K ing might chuſe what Burpeſſes he plealed, and have a Youſe of Commons of 
h:s own Creatures ? Were there not viſible grounds of ſuſpition concerning 
the Birth of the pretended Prince of Wales ? And has there been ſufficieat 
facisfaftion given the Nation about it to this day ? Theſe are the Grievan- 
ces complain'd of in the Prince's Declaration which were believed then, noc 
upon the Authority of the Declaration, but becauſe they were ſeen and felt; 
ad are believed ſtill, becauſe they are ftill remembred by thoſe who faw 
and felt them ;, and how they have fiance br#n evid-:ntly diſprav'd, I.cannot 
gueſs.

And therefore, to take tbe maiter from the beginning, it cannot be forgotten, 
That «s ſoon as We had certain Notice of the Prince of Ocange”s unnatural deſign 
of Invading Our Kjngdoms, with the whole Power of ihe United Provinces, 
we firſt took the beſt care We could to pravide for Our Defence, which we ſuen'd 
effattually to have done, when We bad put Our Fleer and Army into ſuch 8 con- 
dition, that tho" his majt Chriſitan Majeſty, who well ſaw th: boitam of the 
Defign apeinſt vs, againſt Himſcif, and indccd, agiinſt the Peace of Europe, 
offered:Us confiderable Succours both by Land and Sear, We did not think i: a all 
weceſſary to accept them at that time, &s reſolving to caſt Our ſelves mbslly 
( next ro the Divine Proteftion ) upon the Courage and Fidelity of Our Englith 
Army, nbich bad baen with ſo much care and tenderneſs form'd and obliged 
by vs. And hwving thus prepared to oppoſe Force ro Force 5, we did, in ile 
next places apply Our ſelves to give all reaſonable jaiisfation to the minds of 
Our good Subjets, by endeauovring 10 undeceive them, and to let th:m ſee b.- 
times, and whilſt the miſchief might eaſily hive heen preven'ed, hw fatal « Ruin 
they muſt bring upon 1heir Countrey, if :h.y ſuffered themſclues 10 be ſeduc'd 
by the wain pretences of the Prince of Orange's Invaſion. However, jo great 
was the infatuarion of that time, that We were not believ'd till it was to lates 
But when he wes oblig'd tothrow of the Mask by degrees, and that it began 10 af» 
pear plainly that it was not the reformation of the Government ( which yet was 
& matter that did not at all belong to him to meddle with ) but 1h? Subyerſion of 
ir, thar b2 aim'd at. that ſo he mjght build his own Ambitious deſigns upon the 
Rutns of the English Nation: And when the Poyſon bad inſwmumed it ſclf into 
the vital Parts of the Xingdom 5, When it kad fbread over our whole Army, and 
fo far got into Our Court and Family, as not only 29 corrupt ſome of Ger 
Servants thai Were neareſt Our Perſon, and had beer moſt highly obliged by us, 
but not even t0 leave Our own Children at that time uninfeted : When Our 4r- 
my daily Deſerted on the one 14nd, and on rhe ocher hand Tumults and Diſorders 
increaſed in all parts of th: Kingdom: And eſpecially, when fuortly after the 
Revolution came on ſo faſt, that We found Our ſeluts wholly in Our Kacmies 
Powers being at firft confin'd by them in Our own Palace, and afierwards r11iy 
forced out of it under a Guard of Foreigners:, We could nat then but be 44;1c- 
niſhed, by the Fate of ſome of Our Predzceſſors in the like circumſtances, of 
the danger We were in, and tou it was high time 86 provide for th? ſecuri's 
of Our Perſon ( which was happily efjeted 3 Our petting from the Guaid 
tbat was ſet upom us at Rocheſter, an4 Our arrival in France, the 0 41ly par: 
in Europe ts which We could retire with ſafety ) thit ſo We might Preſerus 
Our ſelves for better times, and jor 8 more bappy epportuniry;, ſuch as is 1hat. 
which, by the B:ſſing of God, is at preſent put into Our Hands, 
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To degia v;tit the Ceriain n3:ice of th: P. of Ocange's Deſign, is not to 
take the murer from the b:ginning. Rad he intended to give any (atisfattion 
to Engliſh SuDjetts, he should haye begun where their Complaints and 
Grievances, Occationed by his Arvitrary and Izga} Government, began , 


that 1s, where the Prince's Deltgn, and his own. Abdicartor began: That. 


he root the b2't care he could for his own defence, no man queſtions ; and had 
he taken leis, it would, not have been taken ill by the Nation. That his 
Chriſtian 0Mijzfty jaw this D:fign was againſt himſelf, long, betore the. Jare 
King was {enfible of it, appears from the M:morial printed at the Zague, 9g. 
Sep:embs. 1638. by AMhnſicur de Conie d' Avaux, the French: King's Ambaſja- 
dour : But when he lays 'twas agzinit the Pears of Europe, I concels I know 


not how to uadritand it unlets by the Peace of Europe;his Myt Chriſtian 


Majeſty mean an Univerſal Deſola:ton, Which he was making as faſt as he 
could. For this cannot be deaied to be amoſt. certain and effe@ual. way 
of [etling a Countrey in peace, to lay it waſte, and co deſtroy, and drive 
out the inhabitants. To prevent which indeed, was the bottom of tais De- 
ſign; and the molt effe&ual way to do it. was todivide England from the 
latereſt of Frarce. 


That the French XK 'ng, to prevent this, did offer King Fames the Aift-. 


ance of hi3 forces is very probable from the ſame memorial which threateas 
the Datch with it and how this aiftance came to be- refuſed, we learn'from 
my Lord 5undzrland's L=tter,printed in the Hiſtory of the Deſerrion, which, and 


ſome otner Counſels (, that thwarted the PopiſhDeitgns ) coft him his Religion;. 


an{ ſoon aftec the Fayour of his P-:ince, and his Preterments at Court. 


That he hadno ſuch great Confidence in 142 Fidelity of his Engliſh Ar- 


my, was too evident in the daily Reformations he made in it 5 ex- 


changing Proteſtants for Papiits, and Englijh-men for 1rijþ , which oc- 


cationed that memorabl= Accident at Poarijmouh, which gave ſuch a ge- 
eral dilguſt to the Army, in a very lucky Seaton, as greatly diſpoted 
them either to go over to the Prince, or at leaft not to fight againit 
him. 


T hat he did many things in the time of his diftres to ſweeten his. 


Sabjetts, is true; but he was much miſtaken if he thought this ſuficient. 
to give reaſonable ſatisfattion, H2 undid mihy things, which he had 
legally done; but he did this ſo late, - and it was 'fo apparently a mat- 
ter of force, owing to the change of his Fortune, not of. his Inclinations, 
and then too, done with fo ill a grace, that I could eblerys no boily 
that was then ſatisfied with it.

humile Petitions,and earneft Importunities of his Lords and Biſkops, to call 
a Free Parliament, and to referr the redreſs of all Grievances to them ; till 
he ſeems ta have formed a Defign of leaving England, and then his ifuing 
out of iprits, which he reſolved ſhould never be executed, could do him 
no hurt, and would haye a good appearance,. as if he had been willing to 
have referr'd all to a Parliaraznt, had not thegrowing Power of his Enemics 
made it more neceſſary for him to conſult the [afety of his own Perſon, 

The Caſe of 2agdzlen Colledge convinced all men, that theſe were Ex- 
torted Favours, and would lait no longer, than it was ſafe to recall them. 

King F2mes bad given hisOcders to the Biſhop of Wincheſter, the Yijitor 
of that Collegge, to recall Dr. Zough, and the former Fellows of that Society, 
and he accordingly went down to reinftate them.z but upon the News thai 
the Dutch Fleet had ſuered much in a Storm, and probably could not ſai! 
till the next Spring, His Lordſhip had new Orders ſent to call him back ; 
but that News proving falſe, he was: permitted to xetyrn, and to puriue his 
firſt Ocders : This, it ſeenis, was a rhe reaſonable ſatisfaction that .could be 
given, what his Graces and Fayours to Proteſtants were, and how long they 
would laft. | 

As for what concerns the Prince of Orange, now our Gracious King, 1 
know of no mask. he had on, nor that ever he threw of, or that He after- 


wards appeared to be any other than his Dzciararion had- repreſented Him. 


He came net for the Crown, but to reform 4buſes, and ro ſecure the Succeſſion, 
which the Right of his Princeſs, .and his own Right ang Intereſt, the pre- 
ſervation of the Proteſtant Religion, and of the Liberties of Europe, gave Him 
Right and Authority to meddlewith 5 but belides his Expettation, and 0- 
riginal Intention, he has the Crown which he came -not for:; :He has de- 
ceived nobody init, but if any one be deceived, King Fames, and thz 
People of Exgland have deceived Him ; the one in leaving his Crown, the 
other in placing it pn his Head ; where indeed it ought to be, both in right 
of His Princeſs, and for bis own Merits; for He who faves a Nation, had 
He no other Claim or Title, .may very well deſerye to wear the Crown, 
eſpecially when it was with the Free Conſent of the Princeſs, our Moſt Gra- 
cious Queen, and upon the deſire of the Z/tates of vhe Realm, and ſtill nece!- 
Aary to fave the Nation. - 

'* In the next place, He juſttfieth his leaving Z:g/4e4, for the ſecurity of #;* 
Perſon, being wholly in the Egemies power, at firſt confined by them in his own 
Palace, and afterwards rudely forced out of it under a Guard of Forreigners, But 
if he have forgot it, others have not, that before this happened, he had 
privately withdrawn his Perſoz, 'disbanded his 4rmy, diffolyed his Coverr- 
ment, flung his Bread Seal into the Themes, and bad never had this preteae 
for his Eſcape, had he not been ſtopped by a miſtake, for no body wten led 
to ſtay kim, and ail this while he was in Treaty with the Prince, and thi 
upon {uch equal Terms, that he could be under no ju& apprehenfien of il! 
Age. 

Heexcuſes his going to Frere, becauſe it was the-only part in Europe, £0 
which he could rctire with ſafety ; whick is a-Confeitan that 1:2 alone wa* 
ail the French Intereſt againſt ail Zurgpe belides ; and that ie durft not truſt 
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his Cauſe with any other Prince in Chriftendom > which argues either a 
reat jealouſy of his own'CauF, or of their Juſtice and Honour, even to 
iftrefled, Princes. But Iam ſure Fraxc? was the enly place in Europe he 
ought to have avoided; and if he had no other place to go to, he onght to 
have ventured himſelt at home, or tohave gone to Kome, which had been 
2 kind of Second Home, unleſs he intended to'refign his. Crown. He knew 
what Opinion Erglifh Subjetts had of #is Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, and might 
have known, that they would never fetch him from France again, nor wil- 
lingly receive him with a French Pover. What a bappy Opporeunity he now 
has to recover his Kingdoms again by French 'Troops, 1 ſuppoſe by this time 
he begins todifcern; and T hope it may prove a very happy Opportunity 
for his Dear Aly to loſe bis : He has ſhewed him by his own example what 
to do in ſuch caſes ;, and the Engliſh Parliament has taught the French what 


name to gtve it.

voted themſelves a Perliament ) to charge the Intereſt of the meaneſt Subje@t + 
jhould yet rake upon them to deftroy the mbole Conſt itution of the Government, to 
_ make an Antiend Hereditary Monarchy become Eletive , and thin aſſuming to 

themſelves the Right of Eletion, ſhould proceed to ſertle the Snccefſion in ſo odd 
and extravagant a manner, are Tran}aTions that need not be repeated : They are 
200 well known to the world, to the great Reproach of th: Engliſh Nation ;, ant the 
Grounds upon which they &re Bnilt, are too vain and frivolousto'deſerve a Confu- 
retion, Every Free-ko!der of England is, in this Caſe, able to make his own 
Obſervations. and will n1 doubt, examine a little better than bith:rto bz bas done, 
mwhit#affurance any private Man can have of keeping bis Eſt ate, if the King bim- 
ſelf ſhall bold his Crown by no better a Title, 

OBSERVATIONS. 

His leaving the Kingdom for the ſafety of his Perſon, and ts preſerve him- 
ſelf for better times, and for a more happy Opportunity, he lays, was no Abdica- 
7i0n, as that ſignifies 4 voluntary reſignation of his Crown, nor do I fay it 
was : But his withdrawing his Perſon and Authority, was an attual quit- 
ting of the Government : whatever it is in Law, T'me ſure in common 
ſenſe, the Throne is atually empty, when no body is in it ; and no body 
is in it, when there is no Authority in the Nation to Atﬀhiniſter the Go- 
vernment. 4nd when the Throne is empty, the Eſtates of the Realm, ( who 
are the only Supream Authority, when there is no Monarch ) muſt fill it a- 
gain, unleſs the Government muſt diſſolve; and then there is an End of all

In this Pzregraph, for the peace of the Nation, and for the Adyancement 
of Trade, he promiſes-earneſtly. ta recommend to the Parliament the ſet- 
fling £t1b-rty of Conſcience : But this-is no Argument to the Difſenters, to help 
farward another Revolution, becauſe they have it already in as-full and am- 
ple a manner as it can be given them.

What theſe Breaches and Wonnds of the late DiſteaRions are, he does not 
tell us, and therefore we maſt ſuppoſe they are ſuch as are here mentioned.
